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A meeting of General Faculties Council was 
held September 25, 1972. 


AUDIT PRIVILEGES EXPANDED 

Following lengthy debate, Council voted to 
approve four of the five recommendations on 
audit privileges put forward by P. C. FLYNN, 
graduate student in the Department of 
Chemical Engineering. 

The motion, designed “not to force faculties, 
departments or instructors to admit auditors, 
but to enable them to do so if they desire,” is 
as follows: 

“Individuals who are not enrolled in a 
University course for credit and who are not 
registered in a degree program may audit 
courses at The University of Alberta, subject to 
the following conditions: 

1. The individual must receive permission from 
the course instructor, the chairman of the 
department, and the dean of the faculty in 
which the course is offered. 

2. Such permission shall not in itself be a 
guarantee of admission to the class. The final 
decision shall weigh class size, impact on 

credit students, and other factors that the 
instructor, department or faculty establishes. 

3. Courses audited in this manner will not be 
considered as meeting prerequisite, admission, 
or course requirements for any University 
degree program. 

4. Individuals auditing courses shall limit their 
participation in the class to that deemed 
appropriate by the instructor.” 

A fifth proposal, regarding fees, was 
referred back to Council’s Executive 
Committee.
